After having been the 
Thatcherite ideal for the past 15 to 
20 years the far eastern stock mar- 
kets and currencies have crashed and 
South Korea has come perilously 
close to being declared bankrupt. 
Many of these far eastern companies 
and financial operations are funda- 
mentally corrupt, Japanese gangster 
involvement in big business 
throughout the far east is well docu- 
mented. 

So why should any of this bother 
the people of the U.K. There are, in 
fact, several reasons why:

A RECENT MORI POLL of visitors to the Royal Academy's 
show ‘Sensation’, thought to be the first of its kind 
ever commissioned in connection with an art exhibi- 
tion, claimed that 51% of visitors were “intrigued”, 
and 41% were “intellectually stimulated” by the works 


on exhibit. 


The show, which included 110 exhibits from the Young Brit- 
ish Art movement, featured such works of ‘art’ as Jake and 
Dinos Chapman’s “Installations” - consisting of mannequins 
of children with anuses and penises for mouths and noses and 
mannequins with mutilated genitalia; “The Holy Mary” - show- 
ing the Madonna surrounded by pictures of female genitalia; 
and “Myra Hindley’s “Myra” - a portrait made up of hundreds 


of copies of a child’s handprint. 


The exhibition, apparently, proved 
so popular with visitors that more 
than 3,000 people a day flocked to 
view the creations of Britain’s young 
artists. According to the MORI poll, 
published by the Royal Academy, 9 
out of 10 visitors to the show be- 
lieved the academy had a responsi- 
bility to present art of all types, even 
if it shocked and caused offence. 

For those visitors whose appetite 
for the shocking had been whetted 
by the exhibits on show at the Royal 
Academy of Art, the world of litera- 
ture offered another avenue of pur- 
suit. A recent addition to Britain’s 
bookshelves, “The End of Alice”, 
offers a precise description of what 
it is like to have sex with children 
and, subsequently, to kill them. The 
book, whose author, A.M. Homes, 
teaches students the art of good writ- 
ing at Columbia University, received 


acclaim from literary critics. Homes. 
was described as an enormously tal- 
ented writer , who, “with all the cun- 
ning and control of a brilliant lover, 
takes us places we dare not go 
alone”. 

It would seem that the domain of 
the ‘Arts’ has become dominated by 
those who seek simply to shock and 
to glorify all that is indecent and 
depraved.

BRUSSELS BUREAUCRATS are 
to force British teachers to brain- 
wash British children in British 
schoolrooms with pro-E.U. propa- 
ganda, it was revealed recently.

I would like to congratulate your paper 
on its recent campaign warning of the 
danger of ecstasy and to inform you of 
the latest research into the drug. 

A study carried out at John Hoskins 
University at Baltimore discovered that 
ecstasy damaged the nerve junctions in 
the brain which dictate moods and 
behaviour. Using brain scans on ecstasy 
users it was found that they had 
deficiencies of the chemical messenger 
Serotonin which controls moods. 

Una McCann, a member of the study 
team, said the scans provided clear 
evidence that MDMA, the active 
ingredient in ecstasy, can damage 
serotonin synapses. 

This is the first study that has 
evidence that ecstasy leads to 
physiological changes. Previously it 
was thought that use of the drug would 
only lead to memory loss, poor 
concentration and depression and just 
for several days after use.

Kinnock proposes that the legal 
limit for drivers throughout the E.U. 
should be 50 milligrammes per 100 
millilitres of blood. The current limit 
in Britain is 80 milligrammes - the 
equivalent of two pints of lager or 
two glasses of wine. The change 
would mean that any motorist who 
drank more than a pint of lager or 
more than a glass of wine would be 
put at risk. 

Over 99% of drink-driving related 
accidents in Britain take place in 
towns and cities with less than one 
per cent occurring in the villages of 
rural Britain. Drink-driving is not an 
issue in the countryside despite the 
fact that the pub is the centre of the 
community and that almost every 
customer breaks the existing law by 
being over the limit before driving 
home. 

“Neil Kinnock’s new E.U. law 
would be a further nail in the coffin 
of rural communities in Britain”, 
warns a spokesman for ‘Village Life’ 
the English Heritage organisation. 
“If an evening in the pub means a 
possible driving ban then those lo- 
cals who need to use their cars just 
won't take achance.
